Maine, which until 1954 was a 


symbol of rock-ribbed Republican 
strength, has spoken for 1956. 
Maine has re- 
elected her Dem- 
ocratic governor 
chosen first in 
the election of 
two years ago. 
That was a 
shocker. 


But Maine 


also elected her 

first Democratic 

congressman in 

a decades. 

And that was a political earth- 
quake. It shook the Republican 
Party to its heels. Its managers 
privately had feared Muskie’s vic- 
tory. But for Maine, the old re- 
liable, to add Democratic power 
in a desperate battle for control 
of the next houses of Congress 
was a solar plexus blow which 
went deep into the fatty midriff 
of the GOP National Committee.

The retabulation may 
yet put him in. 


Victory 

Frank Coffin, Lewiston attor- 
ney, who did the impossible and 
won a congressional seat for Dem- 
ocrats in Maine, believes the care- 
ful planning of 1954, and rigorous 
adherence to the principles then 
laid down, made victory even 
greater this year. 

“In 1954,”’ he said, ‘‘we put for- 
ward good candidates. We had 
three basic planks. First, we 
asked the people if they did not 
think it was time Yor a change. 
They did change by electing Gov. 
Muskie. They liked the change 
and this year they gave him an 
even greater majority and have 
allowed us to break into the con- 
gressional districts. We had a 
second plank in 1954 which called 
attention to the fact that under 
Republican rule selfishness and 
blindness had allowed Maine to 
fall behind in her industrial and 
economic devélopment. A _ third 
plank was for development of a 
second party. Certainly we have 
made good on all three of these. 
The results speak for  them- 
selves.”’ 

These were some of the voices. 


The Republicans desperately 
wanted a sweep. President Ei- 
senhower sent a personal letter 
to the voters of Maine asking for 
victory. U.S. Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith did not even attend 
the GOP convention in San Fran- 
cisco. She stayed home to cam- 
paign for the state ticket.. The 
GOP sent one of its “Eisenhower 
bandwagons,” a huge trailer 
staffed with trained political 
workers, into Maine. The slogan 
was “A vote for the Democrats 
is a vote against Ike.” 

“Why didn’t this slogan prove 
effective?’”’ I asked the managing 
editor of the Portland Press- 
Herald. | 


“It backfired,” he said. “I 
think Maine will go for Ike in 
November, but the Democrats 
have really shaken things up.”

White and Negro children quietly attended school together | 
at Sturgis, Ky., and Clinton, Tenn., Tuesday, and National 
Guardsmen began pulling out of the two former integration | 
storm centers. 

Zhe last of the 633-man Nationa] Guard force slipped quijet- 
ly out of Clinton and the 600-man force at Sturgis was cut by 
about one third. 

The week-long riots and demonstrations at the two towns 
apparently had ended as white children began returning to 
the integrated schools in increasing numbers. 

But in Texarkana, Tex., and Clay, Ky., two other spots | 
where disorders flared up over the issue, the all-white status | 
of schools involved was being maintained. 

Clinton High School saw attendance climb to 590, the 
highest since disorders broke out after the school, by fed- 
eral court order,.enrolled 12 Negroes. The school has a total 
enrollment of 770 and Principal D. J. Brittain Jr. said normal 
absenteeism is about 50 a day. | 

In Sturgis seven Negroes and about 250 white children re- | 
ported at the high school. Only about 50 white children at- 
tended Monday. : }

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Maine Gives GOP 
A Case of Jitters 


Maine, with 100,000 Democrats regis- 
tered, gave Democratic Gov. Edward 5. 
Muskie 180,000 votes as they returned 
him for a second term. 

In addition, the one-time solidly Re- 
publican state elected a Democratic con- 
gressman and has a second trailing by a 
handful of votes with a recount necessary 
to determine the winner. 

Perhaps equally significant is the fact 
Democrats won 12 of 26 legislative seats 
in Cumberland County, of which Portland 
is the seat. In other county elections a 
few more “little’’ Democrats also won 
over Republicans. 

Republicans, privately admitting to 
being badly shaken up, none the less 
believe Ike will win the state in Novem- 
ber. But they are disturbed. And badly so. 

Democrats did not make any pre-elec- 
tion claims of national significance. The 
Republicans did. The GOP slogan was: “A 
Democratic vote is a vote against Presi- 
dent Eisenhower.” One of the Eisenhower 
bandwagons was sent to Maine. It toured 
the state. 

Even more significant, the President 
sent a personal letter to the voters of 
Maine which the Republican National 
Committee had published ,as advertise- 
ments in the state’s newspapers asking 
for a sweeping GOP victory. 

U.S. Sen. Margaret Chase Smith 
stumped the state requesting the voters 
to “give President Eisenhower a great 
victory to give his re-election campaign 
a great bandwagon start.” 

To a lot of this the voters of Maine 
turned a deaf ear. 

Some 80,000 Republicans crossed party 
lines to vote for Gov. Muskie’s re-election. 
Almost as many went for a Democratic 
congressman, Frank Coffin, an attorney 
who in 1954 managed Gov. Muskie’s cam- 
paign. 

Maine may not, as the Republicans 
now insist, have any meaning insofar as 
a national trend is concerned. But it is 
folly to say it does not have some mean- 
ing. Certainly it means there is some 
GOP dissatisfaction with Washington. It 
equally affirms the fact the people are 
not afraid of Democratic leadership. 

And it was a flat turn-down of the 
personal White House appeal. 

That is not without meaning or sig- 
nificance. 

S-@:-@ 

There was another election yesterday 
which has meaning for the Republican 
Party. In Wisconsin, Sen. Wiley, who has 
supported the Eisenhower program even 
though he knew it hurt him politically in 
his home state, was opposed by one of 
the Old Guard Republicans_who opposes 
in general all for which Eisenhower 
stands. If elected he almost certainly will 
not support the President in his attempts 
to reform the party into “the party of 
the future.” 

The President intervened personally in 
Maine. But despite the fact Sen. Wiley, 
his friend, desperately needed help in 
Wisconsin, the President refused to lift a 
hand. 

The senator has been battling for his 
political life against a candidate who has 
the support of the forces which back Sen. 
Joe McCarthy, an enemy of the President 
as well as of Sen. Wiley. 

Refused help from the President, Sen. 
Wiley’s chances depended upon support 
of Democrats. Since there is also a Demo- 
cratic campaign, this left the outcome in 
doubt. 

Why the President, who sent a letter 
to Maine, refused to help an ally in Wis- 
consin is a political mystery. But if the 
response to the letter in Maine is any 
precedent, perhaps it is just as well he 
sent none to Wisconsin. 


South’s Governors Take 
A Look at the Future 


Up in White Sulphur Springs, W.Va., 
Southern governors are reviewing com- 
mon problems and taking inventory of 
progress. The problems appear much less 
formidable when balanced against a rec- 
ord of progress such as no section of the 
country has experienced in a relative 
period of time. 

The governors have been talking about 
this progress—progress which in a few 
years promises to enable the region to 
solve the remaining inequities in edu- 
cation, health, social and economic wel- 
fare which have plagued it. If averages 
mean anything, the South is catching up 
with the rest of the nation and in time 
will move ahead of it. 

The story which the governors are 
telling has to do with removal of dis- 
criminations which held much of the 
region in economic bondage for far too 
many years. But it is not in dwelling on 
the past that is the most important thing 
out of this conference. It is rather the 
forward look that freedom from bondage 
has brought. 

The economic revival of the South was 
the first requisite to improving its social 
institutions. ‘But this revival has been 
so rapid that the latter have not been 


oe aaa: 


able to keep pace. The problems today 
stem from growth, not stagnation and 
poverty. Since this growth is continuing— 
at an even greater pace—they are far 
from solution. It is about these that the 
governors are talking. 

Development of human_resources 
through education and health measures 
are mandatory if the opportunities now 
beckoning in science, industry and agri- 
culture are to be realized. Social prob- 
lems which now seem insurmountable 
will solve themselves under impact of 
progress. 

The conference in West Virginia is 
inspiring in its disclosures of steady ad- 
vancements and hope for the future. It is 
useful in reminding us, however, that 
there’s still much to be done.

-Ike’s Protective Popularity 
Can't Hide Republicans’ Past 


The presidential candidates get most of the headlines but the 
real fight for power comes in the struggle to see which party is to 
control Congress. The Republicans, faced by the facts that they lost 
control of Congress in, 1954 and that they have more marginal seats 
at stake than the Democrats this year, are stressing that to carry out 
the “Eisenhower program’”’ they must get a Republican Congress. 


At the recent convention a 
special program was given over 
to short talks by congressional 
candidates making ‘“‘the case for 
a Republican Congress.’’ 

At about the same time 15 Re- 
publican senatorial candidates 
gathered around President Eisen- 
hower to have their pictures taken 
with the intention of getting as 
much mileage as possible out of 
the presidential coattails. 

The program and the picture 
point up a basic difficulty facing 
President Bisenhower. Many of 
the candidates whom he and his 
party are trying to elect don’t 
support the Eisenhower program 
—and support is the primary pur- 
pose of gaining congressional con- 
trol. 

Take, for example, Sen, Welker 
of Idaho who spoke for the cause 
of a Republican Congress. Con- 
gressional Quarterly, Washington 
research service, shows that this 


‘ year he supported Eisenhower 


only 43 per cent of the time and 
in the entire 84th Congress, 
1955-56, he gave only 45 per cent 
support to the President’s pro- 


gram. 

Sen. Case of South Dakota who 
also spoke for’ a Republican Con- 
gress, supported the President 
only 42 per cent. of the time in 
the 84th Congress. 

Sen. Capehart of Indiana, an- 
other convention speaker, gave Ei- 


, 
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senhower only 49 per cent -sup- 
port this year. Sen. Young of 
North Dakota, who was in on the 
picture, gave the President only 
35 per cent support! 


Chapman Revercomb, former 
West Virginia senator and a can- 
didate this year, got in on the 
picture with Eisenhower. He is 
so right wing that in 1948 Thomas 
Dewey, the Republican presiden- 
tial candidate, refused to endorse 
him. 

If these men make the case for 
a Republican Congress, the Pres- 
ident is in a bad way. Yet he 
has endorsed them, posed with 
them and hoped for their election. 

Thirteen Democratic senators 
gave Eisenhower’s program great- 
er support than the _ senators 
named above and many another 
gave the President more support 
than some of those senators. 
Twenty-three Democrats gave Ei- 
senhower support of 42 per cent or 
more. 

It’s pretty apparent why Re- 
publican candidates urge a Repub- 
lican Congress and cling to Eisen- 
hower’s coattails in the hopes of 
getting it. But it isn’t quite so 
apparent why Eisenhower. himself 
thinks that a Republican Con- 
gress, “with some of these Repub-

The first written ballot in 
America was cast in Salem, 
Mass., in 1629. The occasion was 
the election of a preacher in the 
Congregational Church. 

By the time of the American 
Revolution, the casting of col- 
ored balls, beans or bullets had 
given way generally in the col- 
onies to writing out the choices 
on slips of paper. 

The Australian or secret ballot 
dates trom the 1880s, the decade 
which also gave us civil service 
reform and standard time zones. 
Complications, combined with 
automation, have led, in the 
urban areas, to the voting ma- 
chine. 

In the Middle Ages, individual 
opinion carried no weight unless it 
was backed up by a ball dropped 
in a box. In 1956, one man’s opin- 
ion has no weight until it is marked 
down on the ballot or registered on 
the voting machine’ 

John Greenleaf Whittier had a 
poetic word for it. Said JGW: 


“Today alike are great and 
small, 

The nameless and the known; 

My palace is the people’s hall, 

The ballot-box my throne.” 


*‘POOR CANDIDATE”’: Speak- 
ing of elections, Frank J. Luns- 
ford, running for representative 
in Baker County, implies that no 
candidate is qualified unless he 
has walked, dressed-up, over 
plowed ground to get to the trac- 
tor driver who igs tinkering with 
the sparkplug or carburetor. Or 
unless he has ridden up and down 
hot, dusty roads, ‘‘knocking on 
strange doors, wondering if the 
bulldog is coming out from under 
the steps and if his britches can 
stand the wear and tear of the 
bulldog’s teeth.’’ 

‘You hire a man to haul the 
voters who live close by,’’ Frank 
L. laments, writing in the Tri- 
County Courier, ‘‘and you find 
out he just left for Jacksonville 
to get a voter and he gets back 
just after the polls close and re- 
ports the voter moved to Orlando 
the day before.”’ 

“Poor candidate,’’ says the 
Baker County aspirant to office, 
“please sympathize with him, 
folks. He put up the money he 
borrowed from the bank to get 
in the race, knowing full well he 
is the best man in the race. Why 
everybody else can’t see it, he'll 
never know.” 

If that doesn’t move you to 
tears, at least it may move you 
to vote..

Way of the Pilgrim 
Is Road to Peace 


Some 800 years ago there was a man named 
Thomas of London who lived a life of fidelity to 
God and in due time that loyalty meant that he 


works on Lincoln had been pub- 
lished, before fame had come to 
raise him to the ranks of the great 
historians, where he will dwell so 
long as men remember Lincoln. 

That morning we had wandered 
through a mausoleum — a palace 
built by a man whose only talent 
lay in being rich. In it he had 
gathered paintings that dukes had 
peered at, chairs that kings had 
sat on, tapestries that had dead- 
ened the sound of revelry in bar- 
onial halls long ago. Nobody quite 
knew who this man was or what 
he did. 

The palace wasn’t far from the 
old house on the hill where Carl 
Sandburg works the long nights 
away, making his own enduring 
monument of the least tangible of 
materials — thoughts and feelings, 
given form and substance and im- 
mortality in enduring words that 
speak to the hearts of old and 
young today and will keep on 
speaking to all who come here- 
after. 

Years ago he wrote: 

“Give me hunger, oh you gods 
that sit and give the world its or- 
ders. Give me hunger, pain and 
want. Shut me out with shame and 
failure from your doors of gold 
and fame. ... But leave me a 
little love, a voice to speak to me 
in the days end, a hand to touch 
me in the dark room, breaking the 
long loneliness. . . . Let me wait 

. and know the coming... of 
a little love.’’ 

I hope the magnificent old man 
knows now, in the glory of his 
autumn years, how deeply those 
who know his poems and his books 
do love and admire him. 


would suffer martyrdom. In 1162, he became archbishop of Canterbury. 
When King Henry II attempted to usurp the authority of the church, 
Thomas of London, known to history as Thomas a Becket, resisted 


the king. 

Soon he fled to France but in 
time he was told that he might 
return safely to his beloved Eng- 
land. But his safety did not con- 
tinue for long and in 1170 he was 
murdered in Canterbury Cathedral. 

The hearts of devout English- 
men responded to the courage and 
faith of Thomas. It became the 
custom for religious persons to 
make a holy pilgrimage to the 
shrine of the venerated prelate. 
Thousands made the pilgrimage 
from all parts of England. 

This practice continued for cen- 
turies. The road along which the 
people traveled became known as 
“Pilgrim’s Way” and many kind 
and good deeds were done along 
that road by the pious pilgrims who 
felt the influence of Thomas’ life. 

Nearly 300 vears passed and still 
Pilgrim’s Way was a route followed 
by pilgrims of later centuries. 

The Way passed through a town 
named Guildford where lived a 
faithful tinker. His times were tur- 
bulent, too, and twice this tinker 
was imprisoned for his beliefs. Dur- 
ing one of those periods of con- 
finement this man, who was a non-
